STATE SUPERINTENDENT. 


PUBLIC EDUCATION. 


To His Excellency, the Governor, and the Honorable Legisla- 
ture of the State of Mississippi * 


GENTLEMEN: Ihave the honor to submit this my second 
Biennial Report. It has been thus long delayed in order that 
it might be made more complete and satisfactory. As it is, 
owing to neglect on the part of some, and unavoidable causes, 
as it is claimed on the part of others, there are several counties, 
at this date, January 17th,to hear from. In these counties, as 
will be seen in the statistical part of this report, the data are ` 
taken from the reports of 1880. In thisconr.ection, I would 
most heartily endorse the sugdestion of Governor Stone in his 
last message to the Legislature, that the commencement of 
scholastic, as well as the fiscal year, be changed from January 
1st to September Ist, as thereby sufficient time would be given 
the heads of Departments to place their reports before the 
Legislature.early in the session. Under existing laws, as far 
this Department is concerned, it is impossible to have the 
report ready for the Legislature when it meets, as County 
Superintendents are not required to report to this office before 
the 1st of January. Norcan they do so, as, in many instances, 
the schools do not close before the 31st of December.

SCHOOL LAW. 


I have but few as I deem important suggestions to make to 
your Honorable Body, as to changes in the School Law. The 
main features of the law, as it now exists, I regard as well 
suited to our condition. With such a variety of population 
as we have, it is impossible to enact a law that will be satisfac- 
tory to all parts of the State. To undertake to legislate in 
behalf of every section of the State, regardless of the interests 
of the others, would soon destroy all uniformity in the system, 
and it would become local in its operation. 

After an experience of several years in this office, I am pre- 
pared to say that the absence of more effective work in the 
Public Schools of the State is due, in a great measure, to two 
causes, to-wit: Ist. Insufficiency of means to conduct the 
schools; and: 2d, want of proper local -supervision. With 
regard to the former, the impoverished condition of our people 
renders it a difficult question to say how it is to be remedied. 

There are four ways that suggest themselves to my mind, 
viz: lst. Making the State distribution $400,000 instead of 
$200,000, as now provided by section 724, Code of 1880. 
2d. An additional county tax to be levied by the Board of 
Supervisors. As the law now stands, these Boards are pro- 
hibited from levying a tax in excess of three mills on the 
dollar. Under this head I would suggest that three mills on 
the dollar be the minimum required, and that the maximum be 
unlimited. In a number of counties the Boards of Super- 
visors, as well as the people generally, feeling 'a lively interest 

in the cause of education, and anxious to advance it, have sig- 
nified their desire to make a levy for school purposes greater 
than that allowed by section 730 of the Code, which restricts 
them to three mills. Many counties in the State cannot con-' 
tinue their schools for the constitutional term of four months 
when they are dependent solely on the State distribution and a 
three mill tax. If it js the wish of the people of the county 
to continue the sehools for a longer period than that required 
by the Constitution, I can see no objection to allowing them 
the privilege to do so. No better investment of county funds 
can be made. The third suggestion that I have to make to 
increase the school revenues is an increase of the poll-tax 
from $1 00, as now provided by law, to $2 00, as may be done 
under the Constitution. #th—A “Dog Law." Such a law 
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would not only contribute considerably to the school revenue, 
but would be the means of contributing largely to the protec- 
tion of one of the important industrial interest of the State— 
that of sheep raising. l 


LOCAL SUPERVISION. 


Under this.head I endorse and in the main adopt the views 
expressed by Judge J. M. Arnold, of Columbus, Miss., in his . 
admirable address delivered to the Alumni Association of the 
University of Mississippi, at Oxford, on the 28th of June, 
1881, in which he says: i 

“The first defect in the system that occurs to me 
is that sufficient compensation is not provided for County 
Superintendents. The average annual pay of County 
Superintendents in the State is one hundred and eighty- 
one dollars and -fifteen cents. Under the Acts of 1873 
it was one thousand and forty-four dollars. It is as much too 
low now asit was too high then. It should be such as to 
secure good men and the best men for the position; and their 
whole time should be devoted to the duties of the office. 
Faithful and intelligent local supervision of the schools, while 
our system is comparatively new, and in our condition, is abso- 
lutely necessary to their efficiency. Under the present law, 
County Superintendents, while charged with many and impor- 
tant duties, are not required to visit or inspect their schools. 
Itis recognized that on their present pay they could not do 
this in addition to the other duties imposed on them. lt isa 
misnomer to call them Superintendents of Education, unless 
they superintend the schools by visiting, inspecting and giv- 
ing them personal attention; and they cannot do this unless 
they are paid for it. 

“Again, under the present laws, no compensation is provided 
for Trustees of schools. No means, it seems to me; should be 
omitted or neglected, which is calculated to stimulate local 
interest, or attention to,the schools; and it would be doing quite 
little enough to pay 'Prustees of schools at least as much as 
members of Boards of Supervisors are paid, or to exempt them 
from road duty and jury service. 

* Again, underthe present laws, the schools are required to be 
kept open not less than four, nor more than five months in 
each year, twenty days of actual teaching, making a month. 
Manifestly, the terms are too short to accomplish great or satis- 
factory results. I submit that they should be extended, or it 
should be made discretionary with the school authorities in 
each school district, in the country, as well asin towns, whether 
or not, the terms of the schools in the districts should be ex- 
tended beyond the constitutional terms of four months, and 
the present statutory térin of five months, and to that extent

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not to exceed eight or nine months in each year, and each dis- 
trict to bear the expense of the extension after its pro rata 
from the common school fund, and its school fund from other 
sources are exhausted, and to have power to levy taxes not to 
exceed say, five or six mills on the dollar for this purpose. 

“Again, the average monthly salary of teachers in our com- 
mon schools last year was thirty dollars and five cents. Thirty 
dollars and five cents per month, for four or five months in the 
year! At such rate of compensation, it is really wonderful, 
that we have any teachers, or any public schools at all. If the 
terms of the school extended through the greater part of the 
year, such small monthly salaries might be tolerated; but when 
the terms of the schools and the employment of teachers at 
such rates are limited to four or five months in the year, it is 
not perceived how teachers can live or feel much pride or 
interest in their profession, and he is a poor teacher who does 
not feel both pride and enthusiasm in his profession. It is 
true that in the locality in which I live, where the free schools 
in the town are kept open nine months in the.year, and with- 
out oppressive taxation on property, and are equal to any 
schools I have ever knownin the State, the intelligent schcol 
authorities and patrons of the schools, have found some 
remedy for the small pay of teachers in the county, by having 
. schools in different neighborhoods opened at different seasoits 
of the year, so that the same teacher is often employed in two 
schools in the county in the same year, but of course this is 
only a partial remedy. The report of the United States Com- 
missioner of Education for 1878, shows that the average 
monthly pay of teackers in common schools in some of the 
American States, is more than one hundred dollars--in many, 
over seventy-five dollars, and that there was at that time but 
two States in the Union, in which the average monthly pay of 
male teachers was so small as in Mississippi.” 


In this connection I would submit with my earnest approval ` 


the following resolution adopted by the State Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation, composed of many of the most eminent teachers of the 
State, which met in this city on the 27th ult.: 

For Section 701 we recommend the folowing as a substi- 
tute: . 

“That the salaries of superintendents be fixed at the rate 
of $100 for every 1000 or fractional part, if as much as 500 
thereof, of the educational children in their respective counties 
according to the last official report; provided that no county 
e Superintendent shall receive more than $1,000 per annum, and 
that county superintendents shall visit each school at least once 
during each session, and that their salaries be paid monthly. 

Their efficienv supervision is almost a universal opinion. The 
reasons for it are too many to repeat here. - 
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In Section 724 we believe that $400,000 should be substituted ' 
for $200,000. Our free public schools are rapidly increasing 


in numbers. 

This increases their cost. When $200,000 was proposed, it 
was no more in proportion to the annual eost of our publie 
schools than $400,000 is to their cost now, 

It is also the opinion of your committee that Section 780 


should be so changed that three-tenths of one per cent. should - 


be the minimum limit of taxation on the assessed value of 
taxable property for sehool purposes, leaving the maximum to 
be determined by the wisdom of the boards of supervisors of 
the several counties of the State. 

While other changes may appear desirable to some, yet 3 we 
deem these sufficient for the present. 


TEACHERS. 


The State is sadly in demand of educated and trained teach- 
ers in her publie schools. How this demand is to be supplied 
is a question of great importance. That we have some as good 
teachers as are to be found elsewhere is true no doubt, but 
they ate, comparatively speaking, few. Indifferent teaching 
I regard as worse than no teaching at all To remedy this 
evil, I would suggest the establishment of a Normal School 
for the training of white teachers, such as we have at Holly 
Springs for the education of colored teachers. Such a School 
I believe, can be supported at, as I deem it, a small expense 
to the State. We are now expending, and profitably, as I 
think, about $2,500 of the Peabody fund in the education and 
training of our teachers at Peabody Normal College, at Nash- 
ville, Tenn. This amount, together with a liberal appropria- 


rion by tne Legislature, would enable us to support a good. 


.Normal School. 

As a substitute for a Normal School, in case it cannot be 
established, I would suggest TEACHERS INSTITUTES, to be held 
under the direction of the State Superintendent, or the State 
Board of Education. "This work, within the last three years, 
has been of of incaleulable advantage to teachers, not only 
from the amount of useful information obtained: but from the 
professional pride with which teachers are inspired from the 
improved methods of teaching obtained, and from the new im- 
pulse which teachers reccive trom coming in contact with lead- 
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ing educators of the State. Could these institutes be extended ` 


into Normal Institutes of five or six weeks annually, they 
would go far towards supplying our deficiency in the way of 
a Normal School. 


TEACHERS! INSTITUTES. 


During the past two years a series of these Institutes were 
held in various portions of the State; and, but with a single 
exception, with excellent results. The attendance of teachers 
and eitizens generally was good, the instruction practical and 
useful. Wherever these Institutes were held, a renewed interest 
in the cause of eduvation has made itself manifest. The whole 
expense attendant on this work was borne by the Peabody 
Educational Fund, liberally furnished by the distinguished gen- 
eral agent of that fund, Hon. J. L. M. Curry. 


AN ASSISTANT IN THIS OFFICE 


Is essential to its proper administration. "The duties: of the 
office have largely increased within the last few years. The 
State Superintendent is expected to visit tlie different portions 
of the State, for the purpose of counselling and advising 
County Superintendents; inspecting and examining into the 
practical workings of the system, attending Teachers” Insti- 
tutes, ete, etc. This he cannot now do, without closing his 
office at the Capitol, and a consequent suspension of all work 
there until his return. Besides, the official correspondence of 
this office is sufficient, if properly attended to, to give con- 
stant employment to one person. l 


SCHOOL LANDS--SIXTEENTH SECTIONS. 


This is land granted to the State of Mississippi by the 
Federal compact upon which the State was admitted into the 
Union, —and by this compact the ohe-thirty-sixth part of the 
territory was to be set apart for school purposes. In the past 
this landed interest of the State has been neglected more for 
the reason that it was not the business of any particular officer 
to look after it than a lack of interest in the subject. It was 
the duty of the State to select and cause to be located the 
lands embraced in this grant. A large portion has been 
selected and located, but has not been disposed of by the State, 
and a large part of theland has not even been selected, Other 
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selections have not been located. 'Therefore the title does not 
now vest in the State. 

Many of these lands are valuable, and if the matier received 
proper attention would add largely to our Common School 
Fund. d 
CHICKASAW SCHOOL LANDS. 


This is a part of the foregoing grant and based upon the fol- | 


lowing circumstances : 

The compact betwen the Federal Government and State 
was entered into prior to the purchase by the Government of 
the lands from the Chickasaw Indians. When this purchase 
was made the Government bouud itself to sell the entire terri- 
tory for the benefit of the Indians. Therefore the one-chirty- 
sixth part could not be reserved for schols, and in order to 
carry into effect the Federal compact, the Land Department, 
assisted by Commissioners on the part of the State, selected an 
amount of land equal to the one-thirty-sixth part of the Chiek- 
asaw Cession. These lands have, with the exception of some 


36,000 acres, been sold by the State. The proceeds, some, 


$800,000 00, becoming a perpetual debt on the State, for which 
she pays eight per centum per annum to the counties located 
within the Chickasaw Cession. 

This 36,000 acres are held by the State at $6 00 per acre. 
The exorbitant price asked for the land precludes the possibil- 
ity of its sale; therefore, itis not on the tax roll, and is sub- 
ject to the depredations of all who desire timber. 

It is therefore recommended, that these lands be offered for 

sale at a reduced rate, say fifty cents per acre. 

For the foregoing statement in regard to school lands, the 
Department is indebted greatly to J. M. Smylie, Esq., Swamp 
Land Commissioner. 


EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS OF THE STATE. 


It is made the duty of the State Superintendent to solicit 
reports from the educational institutions of the State. This, 
as I understand the law, refers only to those wholly or in part 
supported by the State. Such reports have been solicited. 
The only response, in full, is from the 


AGRICULTURAL AND MECHANICAL COLLEGE. 


General Lee, the President, in his report says :

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“The Agricultural and Mechanical College has from its first 
opening, October 6, 1880, been a prosperous and successful 
Institution, enjoying in an eminent degree the confidence of 
the people of the State. 


“During its first session, the large number of students in 
attendance (354) necessitated a full Faculty of President, six 
Professors and five Tutors. The second session has opened 
with 4s many as could be provided for—(267.) During, each 
session, near 800 Mississippi boys were refused admission, for 
want of accommodations, 


“The curriculum of the College covers a thorough English 
education, with a practical knowledge of the sciences which 
underlie Agriculture and the Mechanic Arts. As organized 
now, the Institution is essentially an Agricultural College. 
We have a farm of 840 acres, equipped as far as our limited 
means would permit. 

“The education is industrial in character. Students are 
compelled to labor three hours each day, for five days in the 
week, in good weather. This is deemed important from an 
“educational as well as industrial standpoint. It also affords 
students an honorable opening to assist in procuring an educa- 
tion. It makes labor honorable. Itinculcates and preserves 
industrions habits during that susceptible age, when the habits 
of boys are forming which will accompany them through life. 


“The discipline of the College is Military, under the imme- 
diate charge of an officer of the United States army. This 
feature has worked admirably, inculcating obedience to law 
and regulation, and facilitating the work in tlie Academic and 
Farm Departments. 

“The unusual circumstance of a College starting from the 
first, as a successful Institution, has made heavy drafts on the. 
appropriation made by the Legislature. We did not have the 
means to properly fix for the large number of students we bad. 
It is all important that the College should in every respect be 
equipped to meet the demand for the kind of education which 
our experience shows the:people of thc State desire. 

“ The success of the College has surpassed the most sanguine 
expectations of the Board of Trustees, and its friends. , The 
youth of the State are ripe for Industrial Education, and jhey 
should be rapidly prepared for the grand industrial future just 
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ahead in Mississippi, and the Southern States. If our youth 
are not prepared for this revolution, they will necessarily not be 
able to compete in the race of advancement, and must occupy 
subordinate positions.”
